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INTRODUCTION 


The study of the small English house still remains a subject of unfailing interest not 
only to architects in England and in other countries but to the English people 
generally, whose strong domestic sense has been the great force all through the ages 
in creating the English house tradition. The house and especially the smaller type 
reflects probably more than anything the characteristics of the age in which it is 
built and the aspirations and ideals of the people. Evolution rather than revolution 
is a gospel by no means confined to politics alone in*England. Consciously or other- 
wise it is an ideal which plays a great part in English architecture and especially so 
in the building of the house. 

So gradual have changes been as often to make it appear that none have taken 
place at all. It is only by looking back for say twenty years at the type of houses 
which were being built then and afterwards taking stock of the productions of the 
present time that full appreciation can be arrived at of the very definite changes 
which have taken place. The houses illustrated in the following pages, and which are 
all of the small type, have been built during the last four or five years. Comparing 
these with a similar collection erected a quarter of a century ago it will be seen how 
much they owe to the gradually changing methods of living in England. The simpli- 
fication of plan, elevation and, above all, detail, is very marked, and it is this sim- 
plification, as the architect knows, which provides the only real “labour saving ” 
element in the house. 

The English architect and indeed the people who live in the houses he builds for 
them appreciate, and in this respect differ from some of our continental neighbours, 
that method of living creates the form of the house rather than the design of the 
house deciding the method of living. It is for this reason that it is very unlikely 
that the very “‘ advanced ” type of house which is being built in some countries 
at the present time is likely to find a place in England. Domestic life here still pays 
respect to human qualities with all their pleasant failings and possibly unscientific 
prejudices and inconsistencies. Everyday home life is not yet regarded as a science 
nor is the house regarded as a machine. | 

On the continent where the domestic architect is regarded as modern or old 
fashioned according to whether the roofs of his houses are flat or pointed, great 
efforts have been made to produce an entirely new type of house to what has been 
known before, and it would be foolish to ignore these efforts or to doubt the sincerity 
of those who have been responsible for them. Continental architects have had a 
different problem to face to that of their English colleagues who have had a tradition 
of simplicity to work upon. Even in the worst periods in England it would have 
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been difficult to find domestic interiors in the average middle-class house as over- 
loaded or as stuffy as those met with in many continental countries. In turning from 
these the modern continental architect has had to allow the pendulum to swing in 
the other direction to its fullest extent, but it seems that his drastic action will act 
more in the nature of a purifying influence than as an end in itself. 

The mere changing of shapes, the flattening of roofs and the eccentric use of 
colour is not necessarily “ modérn.” The really modern house owes something to an 
indefinable atmosphere which is not created altogether consciously, and in number- 
less middle-class houses in England to-day that atmosphere exists, and interiors have 
been created which could not have belonged to any age but the present. To assist 
in this the English have had many unique advantages, for, whatever may be said in 
praise of the efforts of designers of fabrics and furniture in other countries in recent 
years, none of them have confined their attention to such an extent as those in this 
country to furniture and fabrics easily obtainable by the man of really small means. 

The collection of furniture suitable for the small house which has been included in 
this book is typical of what is being made in England to-day, and the influence of 
such designers as those responsible for these pieces of furniture can easily be seen 
in the ordinary everyday furnishing shop. 

All the houses shown in this book are detached or, in some cases, in pairs, but the 
rapid growth of the residential districts throughout England, will presumably sooner 
or later either lead to the building of great blocks of apartment houses, and indeed 
there are signs of this already, or, what seems very likely, to a return to the terrace 
house of possibly two, or three family apartments. 

The terrace has received” more than its deserved share of abuse and there have 
been strong prejudices against it, which the introduction of gramophones, loud 
speakers, and other mechanical noises has not lessened ; but with the many advan- 
tages which the block or terrace of houses has to offer in the way of services, such 
as communal heating and hot water supply together with the sound deadening 
materials now available much of this prejudice should be overcome. Even if the 
terrace had not any other advantages it at least offers great architectural opportunities 
which certainly cannot be said of the long dotted lines of badly built and thoroughly 
badly designed bungalows and little pseudo half-timbered cottages which flank so 
many of our newer roads to-day.
